A aeries of sports recently have become available concerning 
i^akskmt Airframe Plant So* 84. Although those reports are u lusoal 1 y 
ettreaely valuable per set , it is believ ed that a great 
deal of additional information could be obtained which might clarify 
current aircraft production at this plant, tbe siae and layout of the 
plant, scale of effort, etc. Xt should be noted that the type* of 
information contained in the report# available so far Is of high 
priority interest, largely because it is the most up-to-date, first- 
fe«ad data obtained on any Soviet airframe plant in quit* sane time . 
Detailed, current information on the activities of even one Soviet 
plant could serve as a valuable golds for assessing the capabilities 
of other airframe plants in the USSR. 

Prior to the receipt of the Greek returnee reports it fMtH 
logical to assume that Crete (11-14) production soon would cast at 
the Tashkent pleat, possibly to be replaced by production of the twin- 
engine turboprop transport Cas* (Ail -6). since most of the returnees 
referto the new aircraft as a four -engine transport, clarification us 
seeded* One of the primary purposes of submitting the following require 
mei»s vlll be to det ermine the exact new type of aircraft with which 
Tashkent is concerned.
